On June 2nd this year, the 
Annual General Meeting of the 
Football League takes place and 
will consider the proposed crite- 
ria for member clubs. 

One item of this criteria sets out 
the minimum seating for clubs for 
each Division which is: Division 3 — 
2,000 seats; Division 2 — 4,000 seats: 
Division 1 — 10,000 seats. 

If the criteria are accepted, clubs 
have 12 months from the following 
May to complete the necessary 
work. 

The sanctions for failure to com- 
plete are very severe, Relegation 
down to the division where there is 
compliance with the number of 
existing seats. Failure to meet the 
minimum criteria means removal 
from the League, 

We eurini have 1,267 seats! 

Under current Government legis- 
lation, the Taylor Report decrees 
that-clubs in the Premiership and 
First Division of the Endsleigh 
League must have all-seater stadi- 
ums by this year. However, clubs 
promoted to the First Division have 
three years to meet the requirement, 
Should they fail, then all non-seater 
parts of the stadium would be 
closed. 

While Wycombe was still in the 
Conference, the Directors arranged 
visits to various unds, such as 
Leicester, Notts County and Wol- 
verhampton to look at new stand 
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Reports on these visits were 
detailed to board meetings together 
with a recommendation that the 
club should investigate the develop- 
ment of the South (Davenport Ver- 
non) Stand. 

The outcome of consultation with 
architectural practices and submis- 
sions is that the board appointed the 
Alan Cotterell Practice Ltd, respon- 
sible for Wolves’ Molineux Stadium 
redevelopment, to design and build 
the new stand. 

. The new stand has been designed 

to utilise the existing stand (which 
was designed to take seating) and 
will become the new family. stand 
with 1,403 seats and also specially 
designed areas for 50 disabled per- 
sons, The whole of the area will 
have its own tea-bars and toilets, 
including those for the disabled. 
Entrance to the family stand will be 
from the front. 

Above the family stand will be a 
row-of 20 corporate boxes and, adja-_ 


cent, a licensed ‘area which will hold” 
some 350 people: Bow holders wilk- 
have their own entrance. Above the: - 
boxes, there will be 3.232 seats.”
